Frank Steunenberg rivais the 
most sensational conspiracy at wholesale 
assassination brought to light since the ex- 
posure of the Molly Maguires in 1877.

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TELL OF MURDER IN PARK. 


Nurses Report Seeing. Dead Man 
Dragged to Lincoln Lagoon. 


POLICE FIND THE TRAIL. 


Mystery of What Became of Body Still 
Defies Solution. 


Lincoln Park has another mystery that may 
develop a murder. A story of seeing two men 
dragging a dead man along the Lake Shore 
drive in the park was told to the police by 
four nurses from the Augustana hospital, 
Lincoln and Garfield avenues, and hae fur- 
nishe@ a new probiem for solution. Beyond 
marks on the shore of the north end of the 
lagoon, which apparently have been caused 
by the dragging of a body acrose the sand, 
there is no further chew for the police to 
work on. 

According to the four nurses— Miles Bean, 
Miss McConkey, Miss Boren, and Mise Bard 
—they were relieved from duty at 9 o'clock 
Sunday night and left the hospital to take 
a walk. They went over east through the 


park. 
Two Men Dragging a Third. 

We had reached a point 200 feet north of 
the high bridge which spans the lagoon,” 
said Miss Bean, “when we saw two men 
dragging a third one between them. We be- 
lieved the man to be under the influence of 
liquor and we went up to the men and pro- 
tested against his being treated so harshly 
by his companions. The two men said‘ they 
guessed he was all right,’ and for us not to 
bother about it. 

“Then we looked closely at the third man. 
It seemed to us that he was dead His face 
was set and there were deep wounds on his 
face, around which the blood had dried. 
At his juncture another man stepped from 
the bushes along the roadway and started 
across the drive. Then we became fright- 
emed and ran. e 

** We raced clear across the park and came 
out on Webster avenue. There we met a 
policeman and told him what we had seen. 
He ran into the park and we returned to the 


hospital.“ 
Policemen Finds Trail. 


The policeman referred to was Patrolman 
Charles Carlson of the Lincoln park force. 
He reported later that he ran to the place 
designated by the nurses and that he could 
find traces of where some body apparently 
had been dragged along the roadway. He 
said the tracks led him to the shore of the 
lagoon, at a place where there was no ice, 
He could find no trace of any of the men, 
however. 

When Chief Charles Busch of the Léncoln 
park police learned of the report yesterday 
morning he sent out men to find the four 
nurees, whose names Carlson had neglected 
to secure. They were found late in the after- 
noon. 0

modity and then sell that coal or commodity 
below the market price so as, in effect, to 
make the reduction a rebate on the cost of 
transportation. 

The Supreme court established the broad 
general principle that a reduction in the price 
of coal owned by a railroad at the mines 
might be used as an indirect rebate of the 
transportation charge, and, therefore, be pro- 
hibited by the original interstate commerce 
law. 

The decision is a sensational one, because it 
seems to indicate the purpose of the Supreme 
court to interpret the interstate commerce 
law in the interest of the people and shippers 
as against the railroads. To that extent this 
decision has a direct influence upon pending 
legislation in congress. 

Paves Way for Rate Bill. 

The court had broadened the interstate 
commerce law to such an extent as to make 
it apparent that the rate regulation Dill 
passed by the house and now pending in 
the senate is clearly within the authority of 
congress. 

This last decision of the Supreme court is 
one of a long line, every one of which has 
upheld the interstate commerce law and has 


declares that the law did not give the com- 
mission authority to fix a specific reasonable 
rate. This is what the pending legislation 
propdses to do, and with that correction the 
interstate commerce law will apparently be 
impregnable so far as the Supreme court is 
concerned. 

By its decision today the Supreme court 
perpétually enjoins the Chesapeake and Ohio 
railroad from carrying coal at lese than the 


published rates. 
The decision was dellvered by Justice 


White, and the effect will be far reaching 
and compel other railroads to abandon the 
practice which led to the suit in which the 
decision was today rendered. 

Statement of the Case. 

The Chesapeake and Ohio railroad company 
had contracted to carry coal from the Ka- 
nawha district in West Virginia to Newport 
News and thence by water to Connecticut for 
delivery to the New York, New Haven, and 
Hartford railway company at . 78 per ton. 
The railroad, after paying for the coal at 
the mines and the cost of transpprtation from 

port News to Connecticut, received only 
28 cents per ton for carrying the coal from 
the Kanewha district to Newport News. The 

rate for carrying coal from this dis- 

trict to Newport News was 81.45 per ton.

It 
ie this spirit that has moved the founders 
of all settlements. The settlement workers 
in giving themselves to others receive much 
more than they give. Their lives have be- 
come richer and their souls have become 
gladdened. Those who give their lives to 
a community receive much more than they. 
bring to it. 

“Ags a matter of fact, the children you 
hear playing in the street in this communi- 
ty are superior any way to many of those 
on the boulevards. The people of the Ghetto 
here often are superior to the residents of 
the avenues and boulevards. The rich are 
to be pitied. Let us establish settlements 
for the rich men's sons on the south side. 

„Many of the rich men at the clubs are far 
less e@ucated than the workingmen of this 
éistrict out here. The men who live here 
read and they progress along educational 
lines. Ask the rich man at the club if he 
has read this or that book which goes to 
make met sobler and better and stronger in 
mind. He Will shake his head in ignorance. 
Ask many et these people of the Ghetto the 
same questions, and they will brighten up 
with the kncwledge they have gained from 
those books through long hours of study. 

Rich Women Are Criticised. 

“You hear some rich women go back to 
the boulevards and tell their friends that 
they have been over in the settlement.

The confession has not been made public. 
but it is admitted that Orchard confesses 
that it was he who fired the bomb that blew 
up former Goy. Steunenberg at his home in 
Caldwell, Idaho, on the evening of Dec. 30. 
He says he tried to assassinate the governor 
on Christmas day, intending to shoot him 
with ashotgun. He found he could not effect 
his purpose without also killing members of 
Steunenberg’s family, and decided to spare 


them, postponing the crime until a later time. 


He hid the gun and cartridges. They have 
since been found by the detectives working 


on the case at the place indicated by Orchard. 


Attempt to Kill Judge. 
Orchard also declares that he att em pted at 


| the behest of the men now under arrest, to- 


gether with two others, to assassinate Judge 
Luther M. Goddard, who as a member of the 
Colorado Supreme court had ruled against 
the miners. The bomb failed to explode as 
it should, and was hid@en in a spot where it 
hes since been found by the detectives. 

Again, Orcharc s confession states that the 
conspirators had placed bombs at the gate- 
ways of two other members of the Colorado 
Supreme court, and that more than a dosen 
attempts had been made to assassinate 
former Gov. James H. Peabody of Colorado. 
An investigation since the confession was 
made disclosed the presence of bombs in ex- 
actly the spots indicated. The man who un- 
earthed the bombs, a prominent member of 
the Colorado National Guard, is now in Boise, 
having accompanied the party that returned 
witR Moyer, Haywood, and Pettibone. He 
will appear as a witness in the Orchard trial, 
it is said, to prove the truth of the alleged 
confession. 

Plot Laid in Demver. 

Orchard has, It is claimed, told of the work- 
ings of an “inner circle” of the Western 
Federation of Miners, maintained in Den- 
ver; gives details of a plot that led to the 
killing of a number of men in the Tellurids 
district in Colorado and information about 
various outrages at Cripple Creek. He im- 
plicated Jack Simpkins and a man named 
Adame in the Steunenberg conspiracy. Offi- 
cers are searching for both these men in 
Oregon. They are supposed to be in the 
vicinity of Haines. 

Orchard is sald to have confessed that 
wholesale assassinations were planned at the 
headquarters of the Western Federation of 
Miners in Denver, chiefly by refugees from 
the campo at Cripple Creek and Telluride. 

It is also sald that Orchard’s confession 
gives a history of the explosion at the Inde- 
pendence station near Cripple Creek on June 
6, 1004, which killed fourteen men and in- 
jured many others. 

Prisoners Closely Guarded. 

Charles H. Moyer, William B. Haywood, and 
George A. Pettibone, all accused in Orchard’s 
confession, arrived in Boise on a special] train 
from Denver, and were at once placed in 
widely separated cells at the state peniten- 
tiary. They are allowed to communicate 
with no one, 

The officers in charge of the prisoners were 
Adit, Gen, Bulkeley Wells of Colerado, Col. 
D. W. Strickland of the governor's staff, 
three operatives of the detective agency, and 
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dragged the lagoon all day, but no body was 
recoverea. Cher Busch said that at that 
point near the outlet into the lake there is 
@ strong undercurrent, and that probably, if 
@ body had beén thrown into the water, it 
would be drawn under the floating ice. This 
morning, he said, he would continue the in- 
vestigation and proceed with the dragging 
of the lagoon and the outlet to the lax e

BIG LOANS TO CREELMAN 
BY ANOTHER LOCAL BANK. 


Jackson Trust and Savings Being Ex- 
amined—President W. H. Eagen Di- 
rector in One of Borrower’s Companies

Following the disclosures ot the Creelman 
loans in the of America and the dis- 
covery that W. H. Eagan, president of the 
Jackson Trust and Savings bank, was a di- 
rector in the F. E. Creelman Lumber and 
Manufacturing company, it was reported 
that State Bank Examiner Jones last night 
‘entered the Jackson Trust to make an ex- 
amination of the institution's affairs. 

Friends of the bank, who stood ready to 
give it aid, were unable to get a full state- 
ment of its assets, and in consequence offers 
of assistance were withdrawn yesterday. 

F. E. Creelman had loans with the institu- 
tion, it is reported, from $60,000 to $100,000. 
Those who were willing to assist the bank 
were unable to discover the exact amount of 
these loans or the character of the collateral. 
The smallest estimate of the bank’s loss was 
$20,000. This is taken to mean that the 
losses are much greater, Inasmuch as this 
estimate was made by a friend of the in- 
stitution. 

The stock of the Jackson Trust and Savings 
bank was offered at $110 a share, against a 
price of $130 on Saturday. None of the stock- 
holders of record would bid for shares. 

The Deckers, who own banks in Wiscon- 
sin, are the principa) shareholders in the 
Jackson Trust and Savings bank, holding 
approximately $180,000 out of $250,000 of 
the bank’s stock.

GIVES IDEALS TO JONES. 


Speaker at Buttermakers’ Conven- 
tion Shows What an Efficient 
Board Can Accomplish.

Emery, state dairy and 
food commissioner of Wisconsin. Mr. Em- 
ery spoke at the National Creamery and But- 
termakers’ convention, which openéd at the 
Coliseum Annex, om The Service that a 
State Dairy and Food Commissioner Can 
Render.“ Mayor Dunne severed the ad- 
dress of welcome. 

Mr. Emery did not directly criticise the 
Illinois commission or its head, ‘“* Absent 
Hanby Jones, the politician from Crawford 
county. for that would not have been ethical. 
He told what the commission in his state was 
doing, and the contrast between that and 
what the Illinois commission is not doing fur- 
nished food for thought. 

“The first thing that a commission ought ; 
to do,“ said Mr. Emery, “is to work with 
all te might and main for the most effective 
pure food laws which can be devised.” | 

(The state food law in Illinois is admittedly one | 
of the most inadequate in the United States. It 


made in 1845. Everything is jumbled up. The 
last act of 1889, creating the food commission and 
a $2,500 a year place for Jones, does not provide 
for much of anything else. Food commissioners 
from other states laugh at it.) 


Comparisons at Illinois’ Expense. 
“ Inspectors,” said Mr. Emery. should be 
men of technical ability, of clean personal 
— d under civil service regulations. 
In Wiscohsin the inspectore either are for- 
mer grocers or creamery experts.” 

[The Illinois inspectors are political workers, 
who do little, if any inspecting, their $3 a dav 
salary being regarded as their reward for services 
at primaries and elections in getting out the vote.

OBJECTS TO BAR PERMITS, 
Chief Collins Still Approves Spe- 


cial Licenses, and Mayor 
Avoids Subject. 


Prima hall, Thirty-fifth street and Indiana 
avenue, one of the most notorious public 
dance halls on the south side, is to be closed 
by order of Inspector Wheeler unless the 
ordinance regulating Hquor selling to chil- 
dren is obeyed strictly in the future. 

For the violations of this order last Satur- 
day night, exposed in Tur TrRIBUN® and cor- 
roborated by: police in the place, Capt. Hayes 
of the Thirty-fifth street station wih take out 
warrants for the arrest of George Williams, 
proprietor of the hall, today. 

“I will order the same thing done ‘to all 
other dance halle in my district,” In- 
spector, Wheeler. It is difficult tar us to 
make them live up to the law, but we will 
keep at it. The only thing to do is to dis- 
continue issuing these bar permits.”’ 

With this opinion of his inspector staring 
him in the face and with the indisputable 
testimony that his men are unable to carry 
out his latest general order, Chief Collins 
refused to advocate the stopping of the per- 
mits. He still maintaing that a great number 
of respectable, societies would be injured if 
they could not obtain drinks after 1 o'clock. 

“*T bave nothing to do with the moral or 
legal view of the subject,“ he said. We 
are going to keep on trying to have the law 
obeyed. We need more men.’ 

Mayor Dunne held aloof from the subject. 


With the illegality of the permits put square- 


ly up to him, he refused to express any views 
as to whether they should be issued or not. 

“Alb I can say,” he remarked, “is that 
there is a lawagainst selling liquor to minors. 
Any saloonkeeper who disobeye that gets in 
trouble.”’ 

Mr. Lewis was visited; The corporation 
counset admitted frankly that he didn’t know 
anything about the subject. 

“T have given the matter over to one of 
my assistants,’ he said 1 expect to ha ve 
an opinion in the morning.“ 


State’s Attorney Points Out Law. 

With the city authorities dallying and 
hedging over the question, State's Attorney 
Healy points out the law. 

„I have looked into the matter thorough- 
ly,” said Mr. Healy, and lam unable to find 
anything in the statutes or city ordinances 
|, which gives city officials or any one else the 
Fright to issue permits for the sale of liquor 
after 1 o’clock In the morning. 

„ doubt whether I have the authority to 
close’ these places, but it seems to me clearly 
a matter for the police department. Nobody 
has a right to sell drinks after I o'clock, per- 
mit or no permit. If any person will bring 
the evidence to me I will proceed against the 
offender. 

„ Eliminate the sale of liquor from dance 
halls and one of the greatest moral evils of 
our community will be wiped out. The city 
authorities ought not to tolerate it for a 
moment. In allowing these permits they also 
are violating a state law. It may not be right 
to force the mayor to obey the Sunday clos- 
ing law, but a specific permit to violate this 
is not worth the paper it is written on.’ 


Special Permit Ordinance. 


Here is the ordinance under which the per- 


mits are issued: 

Section 117—It shall not be lawful for any person 
to sell or give away any spirituous, malt, or in- 
toxicating liquors, in any theater, hall, building, or 
premises in which public entertainments are given, 
nor in any room or rooms connected with the same, 
without a special permit from the mayor, under a 
penalty of not more than $100 for each offense. 

The ordinance violated is this: 

Section 1,350—No persons shall keep open any 
saloon, barroom, or tippling house during the 
nighttime between the hours of 1 a. m. and 5a. m. 

The majority of the dance hall bars are 
run on the floor above a saloon, and the sa- 
loon proprietor gets out the license in the 
name of some club. The latest Appellate 
court decision on the extent of a license is 
this: 

„A license to keep a saloon does not cover 
all parts of the building. A city license to 
keep a saloon at a certain street number 
does not confer authority upon the licensee 
to run two saloons in the same building, one 


in the basement and one on the first floor.” 


Giris Escape with Warning. 

The six girls taken from Uhlich's hall, 27 
North Clark street, by the police Saturday 
night appeared before Justice Mayer in the 
morning. All said they were of age except 
Theresa Rossi, 128 Ohio street, who admit- 
ted she was only 17 yearsold. Justice Mayer 
discharged the girls on the promise that they 
would not frequent such halls in the future. 


PRIMARIES WILL BE LIVELY. 


Anti-Crime Forces Will Give Support to 
Aldermanic Candidates Who Fa- 
vor $1,000 License. 


The fight of the anti-crime forces for the 
$1,000 saloon license is to be carried on vigor- 
ously until the council has voted on the or- 
dinance. At a conference of business men 
held yesterday in the office of F. J. Shead it 
was decided to hold massmeetings in every 
ward during the next few days. 

Temporary organization of the Anti-crime 
league will be made permanent at a special 
meeting next Monday night, probably at the 
Sherman house.

Authenticity of 
signatures could be checked up in turn through 
the pay rolis.

CUMMINS HURLS HOT SHOT 
AT AVARICE OF RAILWAYS. 


Governor’s Stand for Third Term Based 
on Desire to Frustrate Evil Efforts of 
Corporations. 


Des Moines, Ia., Feb. 19.—Gov. Albert B. 
Cummins, in a statement issued to the re- 
publicans of Iowa today, set forth his rea- 
sons for asking a third term as governor. 

The larger portion of his statement is 
taken up with a discussion of the subject of 
regulation of corporation control. He makes 
special ‘reference to attempts to defeat the 
anti-pase and state primary bills, now pend- 
ing before the state legislature, which he 
charges to the railroads. He says in part: 

The mask has been removed from the 
issue, and it is now plain. Who shall mas- 
ter, the corporations that are to be regulated 
or the people in whose name the regulation 
is imposed? 

“While giving to the corporations the 
most complete protection in the prosecution 
of their legitimate enterprise, we must ex- 
pel them from: politics. The struggle now 
going on in Washington shows how well 
they prepare themselves to resist the just de- 
mands of the people. The history of the last 
four years in Iowa is crowded with eviderice 
of the determination of the railway com- 
panies not only to manage their railroads 
but to manage the state as well. 


Scores Efforts of Lobby. 


“At this moment they are opposing with 
might and main the proposition to abolish 
free passes and free transportation. They 
ought to welcome an enactment that will re- 
quire those who ride upon their trains to pay 
for the service, but on the contrary they are 
employing every other device to kill or crip- 
ple the pending measure. Why? I leave you 
to answer it. 

There is pending before the general as- 
sembly a measure which, if it becomesa law, 
will permit the voters to make their nomina- 
tions by direct vote, instead of through cau- 
cuses and conventions. It does not touch 
the operation of railways, it does not affect 
their revenues, and they have no legitimate 
interest in it. 


Railways Would Kill Bill. 


Nevertheless, they are exerting every 
ounce of strength which money and organiza- 
tion can créate to defeat the primary election 
bill. They are hunting it to its death with a 
persistency and a vindictiveness I have never 
seen surpassed. A moment's refiection will 
show you why the allied corporate power 
has decided that there shall be no primary 
elections. They know that if the bill passes 
it will do more to lessen their influence in 
politics than any other measure now pro- 
posed for the public good. Let no man be de- 


luded by the specious suggestion that pri- 


mary elections will increase the power of 
railways. If so, these masters of intrigue 
who are now endeavoring to thwart the will 
of an verwhelming proportion of the voters

Determined to Break Leases. 

So far the only thing which has been 
reached is a determination on the part of the 
underlying companies, which own the fran- 
chises, to break the leases under which the 
Union Traction operates, or else force the 
Union Traction to live up to them. This, 
however, will not take the form of a suit in 
ouster, as has been stated. 

It was pointed out by representatives of 
both the Union Traction and the underlying 
companies that there is now pending in Judge 
Grosscup’s court a case which was brought 
some time ago by Henry S. Robbins, for the 
underlying companies, seeking this exact 
end, and all that is necessary to do is to 
press the suit. 

This would have been done already had it 
not been for the plea of W. W. Gurley, gen- 
eral counsel for the Union Traction company, 
who argued that it would be better to await 
the decision of the United States Supreme 
court in the “ ninety-nine year cases. This 
is expected to come before May 1. 

It is possible that when the decision comes 
we will be found to have no rights at all, 
and if it is found that we have we will know 
what we have to compromise on,“ was the 
plea of the representative of the Union Trac- 
tion company. 

The grounds on which it will be sought to 
break the leases between the Union Traction 
and its underlying companies will be not only 
that not a cent of rent has been paid in three 
years but that the sum the Union Traction 
company agreed to set aside for depreciation 
has been used in cperating expenses, that the 
property has not even been maintained, and, 
in short, that the terms of the leases have 
been practically ignored 


Receiver’s Certificates a Burden. 

The thing hurting the credit of the Union 
Traction company just now ts the $5,000,000 
and more receiver's certificates which are 
out. It has been an expensive receivership. 
As long as the Union Traction company re- 

mains in control they take precedence over 
other indebtedness of that corporation. If 
it is ousted, however, then only the stock- 
holders of Union Traction would be Hable 
for this indebtedness, and they might wake 
up some morning and find themselves de- 
fendants in suits for a stock assessment. 

Relieved of their leases with the Union 
Traction company, it would not require much 
cash to take the underlying companies out 
of the receiver’s hands, as their individual 
indebtedness, outside of bond issues, is com- 
paratively little. The Chicago City company 
easily could furnish the money for this and 
more than save the interest out of th on- 
omies resulting from a joint management. 
It is this consideration which is responsible 
for the report that the south side company 
is back of the movement among the under- 
lying companies to break loose from Union 
Traction.

not a discrimination for two reasons: First, 
if such difference existed it was a lose suf- 
fered by the railroad, not for taking less than 
its published rates, but because it had re- 
ceived lese as purchasers than the coal had 
cost; second, that even if it had not the lawful 
right thus to compute the yment of 
the price of the coal e railroad 
had already received more than the 
price because the New Haven road had a 
claim exceeding $100,000 against the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio arising from a previous con- 
tract to deliver coal. which was to be ex- 
tinguished by the completion of the delivery 
of coal under the new agreement. The rail- 
road claimed that this caused the price to ex- 
ceed the price of the coal delivered by the 
Chesapeake and Ohio, including its pub- 
lished rates. 

Justice White held that at the time the ver- 
bal agreement was made between the two 
roads the price of $2.75 per ton was inade- 
quate, leaving out of consideration the un- 
completed contract for the earlier date. On 
this point he says: 

Without stopping to state the particular 
methods of accounting by which the result 
was accomplished, it is indisputable that the 
Chesapeake and Ohio bore a ioss arising from 
the difference between the contract price 
and the price of coal at the mines, the pub- 
lished rate to Newport News, and the cost of 
transporting thence to the point of delivery. 

“Undoubtedly long prior to the making 
of the first contract the Chesapeake and 
Ohio, besides its business as a carrier, bought 
and sold coal. This business was carried on 
by the company from 1874 to the time of 
making the contract in 1896. We think the 


not adequate and that from the inception to 
the delivery under the contract and during 
the whole period thereof the contract price 
was inadequate to net the railroad its proper 
legal tariff.“ 

How Law Was Violated. 

In his decision Justice White showed plain- 
ly how the interstate commerce act had been 
violated by hiding the cut rate in the total 
price of coal. His decision is of great 
importance and significance, as other rall- 
roads, particularly the Santa Fé, have been 
charged with evading the interstate com- 
merce law by dealing in the articles trans- 

ed and cutting under their published 
rates in the total price charged for the ar- 
ticles. On this point he says: 

A carrier engaged in interstate commerce 
becomes subject as such to the demands of 
the statute, and may not set ita provisions 
at naught, whatever otherwise may be its 
power, when carrying on commerce not inter- 

in character. In view of the positive 
command of the act that no departure from 
the published rates shall be made, a carrier 
may not take itself from out the statute 
simply by electing to be a dealer and trans- 
port a commodity in that character. 

It the carrier has a right to disregard the 
published rates by resorting toa particular 
form of dealing, it must follow that there 
is no obligation on the part of the carrier to 
adhere to the rates, because doing so is merely 
voluntary. 

“The all embracing prohibition against 
either directly or indirectly charging less 
than the published rates shows that the pur- 
pose of the statute was to make the prohibi- 
tion applicable to every method of dealing 
by the. carrier by which the forbidden result 
could be brought about.“ 


Where Evasion Leads To. 


Justice White then showed where such a 
practice naturally led by declaring: 

Now, if by the mere fact of purchasing 
and selling merchandise to be transported 
the carrier is endowed with the power of dis- 
regarding the published rate, it becomes ap- 
parent that the carrier possesses a right to 
treat the owners of like commodities by en- 
tirely different rules. 

Indeed, the inevitable result of the pos- 
session of such a right by the carrier would 
be to enable it to exercise the power to con- 
centrate in its own hands the products which 
were held for shipment along its line and to 
make tt, therefore, the sole purchaser there- 
of and the sole seller at the place where the 
products were to be marketed—in other 
words, to.create an absolute monopoly.” 

The court did not go into the subject of 
railroads engaging in the mining and trans- 
porting of coal. The case before it did not 
involve this question. 

Referring to other cases in which it had 
been held that railroads authorized by their 
charters to mine fo rsale and transport coal, 
prior to the passage of the interstate com- 
merce act, might not be subject to the same 
provisions of the jaw, the court declares that 
since the Chesapeake and Ohio was neither by 
its charter nor by legislative grant posses- 
sed of the commingled attributes of carrier 


meroe act was passed, no contention of that 
character can apply. 

It therefore decided that the contracts 
made by the Chesapeake and Ohio with the

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Case Tells of Apparent 
Fight on | Standard. 


Declares Republic and Other Con- 
cerns Allies of So-Called 
Octopus. 


St. Louis, Mo., Feb. 19.—[{Special.}—In the 
ouster proceedings of the state of Missouri 
against the oll trust @ representative of an 
independent company testified today that the 
Republic Oil company apparently was to 
fight the Standard in Missouri when in re- 
ality it was part of the Standard. 

This witness was A. G. Steigerwald of 
Cleveland, one of the strongest Attorney 
General Hadley so far has produced. Steig- 
erwald told of the dual existence led by the 
oll trust, posing in Missouri and elsewhere 
as a trust buster while reaping enormous 
profits from the system of dividing terri- 
tory among constituent companies and pre- 
venting competition. Steigerwald was pos- 
itive the Republic and Waters-Pierce com- 
panies simply were the Standard in dis- 
guise. 

Steigerwald is the traveling representative 
of the F. G. Clark company of Cleveland, 
and told of his connet¢tion with the Republic 
company as purchasing agent and traffic 
manager, when he became absolutely cer- 
tain that the Republic was part of the trust. 
He told how a large number of purchasers 
of oil in Missouri, becoming disgusted with 
the methods of trust, were known as dis- 
satisfied trade, and how when they finally 
refused to buy more oll from the Standard 
new companies formed by the trust, pre- 
tending to be independent and “ trust bust- 
ert, were instructed to take care of the 
dissatisfied trade. 


Tells of Tricks of Trade. 

Stiegerwald said he had been in the oll busi- 
ness since 1801, and from bookkeeper for 
Schofield, Shirmer & Teagle of Cleveland, O.. 
he became general manager for the Scio Re 
fining company of Scio, O., which was con- 
trolled by Schofield, Shirmer & Teagle. In 
1901 his interests were transferred to a new 
corporation, the Republic Oil company, and 
he was made purchasing agent and traffic 
manager of the Republic Oil company, and 
W. C. Teagle was vice president and general 
manager. Witness said he saw, Teagle at 20 
Broadway, New York, several times, and that 
Teagle issued the instructions to the egecu- 
tives of the Republic Oil company. 


Ol] company was to continue to solicit the 
trade formerly controlled in Missouri by 
Schofield, Shirmer & Teagle. We were told 
that there was much dissatisfied trade in 
Missouri, and that we were to go after this 
trade.

Amicable Under Surface. 

In reality all of the money which we made 
went into the Standard treasury, and all of 
our reports were made to Standard headquar- 
ters in New York.

We 
did not actually sell to customers which the 
Standard was able to hold, and they did not 
come into real competition with us.

Blow at Oil Trust in House. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.—Representa- 
tive Campbell of Kansas introduced a joint 
resolution today instructing the interstate 
commerce commission to make an examina- 
tion into the subject of railroad discrimina- 
tions and monopolies and report to congress. 
It provides especially that it shall be deter- 
mined whether the railways own or control 
oil or other products which they haul and 
whether there is any contract or conspiracy 
to monopolize the trade in crude petroleum, 
refined oil, or by-products. In case combina- 
tions are discovered the interstate commerce 
commission is to suggest remedies. 

The following named carriers are required 
to appear for investigation: 

Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe railway company. 

Missouri Pacific railway company. 

Missouri, Kansas and Texas railway company. 

St. Louis and San Francisco railroad company. 

Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific railway com- 
Hany. 

Union Pacific railroad company. 

Kansas City Southern railway company. 

St. Louis Southwestern railway company. 

All persons interested are also granted 
leave to appear and be heard. 

The charges filed by the Kansas Oil Pro- 
ducers’ association, upon which the investi- 
gation will be based, are as follows: 

That the rates charged by railroad com- 
mon carriers on petroleum and its products 
from producing sections in the state of Kan- 
Bas and Indian territory are unreasonable, 
unjust, and unduly pre judicial. 

That producers and shippers of petro- 
leum and products thereof in the state 
of Kansas, other than the Standard Oil com- 
pany and the Prairie Oil and Gas company 
and those controlled by or affiliated with said 
companies, of either of them, are, by reason 
of said unjust rates, practically confined in 
the marketing of auch traffic to the state of 
Kansas.

Clean Bill tor Chicago. 

In giving a clean bill of health to the city 
of Chicage the decision, as handed down by 
the court today, says: 

We have studied the plaintiff's state- 
ment of facts in detail and have perused the 
evidence, but it is unnecessary for the pur- 
poses of the decision to do more than to give 
a general result in a simple way. At the 
outset we cannot but be struck by tue con- 
sideration that if this suit had been brought 
fifty years ago it almost necessarily would 
ha ve failed. 

There is no pretense that there is a nui- 
sance of the simple kind that was known 
to older common law. There is nothing 
whi’ can be detected by unassisted senses 
no visible increase of filth, no new smell. 
On the contrary, it is proved that the great 
volume of pure water from Lake Michigan 
which is mixed with the sewage at the start 
has improved the Illinois river in these re- 
spects to a noticeable extent. Formerly it 
was sluggish and ill smelling. Now it ts 
comparatively a clear stream to which edi- 
ble fish have returned. Its water is drunk 
by fishermen, it is said, without evil results.

from two propositions. First, that typhola@ 
fever has increased considerably since the 
change and that other explanations have 
been disproved; and, second, the bacillus of 
typhoid can and does survive the germ and 
reach the intake of St. Louls im the Mis- 
sissippl. 

We assume that the now prevailing gel- 
entific explanation of typhoid fevér will be 
corrected, but when we go beyond that as- 
sumption everything is involved in doubt. 
The data upon which the increase in deaths 
from typhoid fever in St. Louis is alleged 
are disputed; the elimination of other causes 
is denied. The experts differ as to the time 
and distance within which the stream would 
purify itself. No case of an epidemic ca used 
by infection at so remote a source is brought 
forward, and the cases which are produced 
are controverted. 

The plaintiff obviously must be cautious 
upon this point, for if this suit should sue 
ceed many others would follow, and it not 
improbably would find itself defendant to a 
bill by one or more of the states lower down 
upon the Mississippi.“ 


General Principle Involved. 

As to the general principle involved in this 
case and the right of one community to pro- 
tect its water supply against pollution by 
another, which is a question that might yet 
be fought out between Chicago and Milwau- 
kee in case of the pollution of Lake Michigan, 
the court says: 

As to principles to be laid down, the cau- 
tion necessary is manifest. It is a question 
of first magnitude whether the destiny of our 
great rivera is to be the sewers of the cities 
along their banks, or to be protected against 
everything which threatens their purity. To 
decide the whole, matter at one blow by ir- 
revocable flat would be at least premature. 

“If we are to judge by what the plaintiff 
itself permits, the discharge of sewage into 


expected. We believe the practice of dis- 
charging into the river is general along its 
banks, except where the levees of Louisiana 
have led to a different course. The argu- 
ment for the plaintiff asserts it to be proper 
within certain limits. These facts are to be 
considered. 

Even in cases between individuals some 
consideration is given to the practical course 
of events. Where, as here, the plaintiff has 
sovereign powers and deliberately permits 
discharges similar to those of which it com- 
plains, it not only offers a standard to which 
the defendant has a right to appeal, but as 
some of those discharges are above the intake 
of St. Louis, it warrants the defendant in 
demanding strictest proof that the plaintiff's 
own conduct does not produce the result, or 
at least so conduce to it that the courts should 
not be curious to apportion the blame.“

CITY HAS THE POWER. 


Counsel tor the Concern to Appear. 
Before Council Committee 
Today. 


Every * makes the position of the tres -· 
passing, ordinance breaking Chicago Tele- 
phone co more untenable. 

A proposition to tax all poles and wires of 
the corporation was made yesterday to the 
finance committee of the city council and 
taken under advisement. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Maclay 
Hoyne—regarded by the telephone company 
as an exceedingly audacious yeung man— 
added to his reputation. He went before 
the finance committee, backed by Illinois 
statutes and 8 court decisions, and 
recommended that there be imposed against 
the telephone corporation a tax of from §1 
to 2 on each pole, and an additional tax of 
$1 for every mile of wire strung on them, 
Mr. Hoyne thought the total would be near 
$500,000 a year. 


City Has the Power. 

The tat may be imposed,’ explained Mr. 
Hoyne, under the forty-second clause of 
section one, article five of the city and village 
act relating to all companies doing a busi- 
ness as common carriers. 

The poles and wires of the telephone and 
telegraph companies are owned in a good 
many cities—in St. Louis, in Baltimore, and 
in all the cities and towns in Pennsylvania. 

The theory is that the poles and wires are 
dangerous to the community, and their in- 
spection and supervision is necessary and the 
telephone and telegraph companies ought to 
pay for it.. | 

There's no question that Chicago could 
impose this tax and collect it.“ 

While Mr. Hoyne was framing up trouble 
for the telephone company in the finance 
committee, the committee on gas, oll, and 
electric lights discussed the telephone situa- 
tion briefiy, but decided to defer action until 
today. 

The committee expressed a desire to have 
Mr. Hoyne’s opinion on the recent Supreme 
court decision. 

When we get that,“ said Chairman Linn 
H. Young, and have been advised by Mayor 
Dunne and Mr. Hoyne just how far we can go, 
we can get down to business.

Statute on Dissolution of Marriage, 
Which Delegates May Accept as 
Basis of Uniform Legislation in 
Bach of the Several States—Gov. 
Pennypacker Made President. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.—[{Special.]— 
The drafting of a marriage license, which 
every state in the union will be asked to 
adopt, is under way by a committee at the 
congress on uniform divorce laws, which 
met. here tod&y. As all but three states are 
represented at the congress, the possibility 
that the license will be adopted in the great 
bulk of the states seems bright, and this at- 
tendance also is believed to assure the friend- 
ly attitude of the greater number of states 
to the draft of a uniform divorce law, which 
also was set under way. 

The basis for the work on the uniform di- 
vorce bill was laid by the Pennsylvania dele- 
gation, which was headed by Gov. Penny- 
packer, who evolved the idea of the cén- 
ference and got his state to appropriate $10,- 
Q00 toward defraying the expenses of the 
meeting. 

What Uniform Law May Be. 

The Pennsylvania ideas of what the law 
should embrace were set forth in a resolu- 
tion and included the following provisions: 

That each state should enact a divorce 
law restricting divorce to its own citizens 
except under certain conditions. : 
That whem the courts are given cognizance 
of sults where either of the parties were 
domiciled in a foreign jurisdiction at the 
time the cause of complaint arose it should 
be insisted that, except in cases of adultery 
or in the case of a wife returning to her 
original domicile, relief will not be given 
unless the cause of divorce was included 
among those recognized in such foreign 
domicile. 

That as long a term as possible be fixed 
as a period of residence before the right to 
sue can be acquired. (It was suggested that 
the Massachusetts rule of three years is not 
too extreme a limit.) 

Would Group Causes for Divorce. 

The classifying into certain groups causes 
for divorce. 

That desertion should not be a cause for 
divorce unless persisted in for at least two 
years.

HOUSE PASSES THREE BILLS. 


Measures on Gembling, Census, and 
Coal Lands Sanctioned—Petitions

Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.—Three bills were 
passed under suspension of the rules—requir- 
ing a two-thirds vote—in the house today. 

The first makes gambling unlawful in 
the territories of the United States, includ- 
ing Arizona, New Mexico, Oklahoma, In- 
dian Territory, and Alaska. The bill was di- 
rected particularly at Arizona and New Mex- 
ico, where it was stated gambling was li- 
censed. 

The second provides additional work for the 
census bureau by requiring statistics to be 
taken on insurance, fisheries, electrical in- 
dustries, savings banks, and crimes. 

The third appropriates $50,000 for the pur- 
chase of 300 acres of coal lands on the island 
of Batan, one of the Philippine archipelago.
